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completion of the Monument, that the Treasurer has 
been able to report any investment of its income for 
future use, although it has been ever the desire and 
aim of the Directors to accumulate a fund sufficient to 
carry out the original plan, to provide for the erection 
of a granite lodge, or office, and for the repairs of the 
fences, and the improvement of the grounds. A few 
more years like the past will suffice to bring to the 
treasury the adequate means to accomplish these ob- 
jects. When these ends shall have been attained, the 
continuing income may well be applied to the procur- 
ing of statues and other commemorative works of art 
in honor of the heroes of the Kevolution and their 
illustrious deeds. 

Since the last annual meeting, Asa Swallow, one 'of 
our Directors, has deceased. 

He had been a Director for many years. He was 
also a prominent member of the Massachusetts Chari- 
table Mechanic Assoclition. He has left behind him 
the reputation of a worthy and influential citizen, and 
a name of good report. 

The Committee appointed to prepare a Memoir of 
Solomon Willard, the Architect of the Monument, have 
commenced the publication of their work, and about 
a hundred and sixty pages have passed through the 
press. Since their appointment, in 1861, they have 
been engaged in collecting materials and incidents to 
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be performed in giving to the world a succinct account 
of the doings of this Association, embracing notices of 
the founders and early associates, and the leading 
events connected with the building of the Monument, 
and an account of its celebrations. To this end, great 
pains have been taken, for several years past, to gather 
together authentic papers and documents, letters of 
original and honorary members, and reports of com- 
mittees. From various sources to which application 
has been made, a rich collection has been received ; 
and, without doubt, if diligent search should be made 
in many families, among the papers left by former 
associates and officers who have passed away, other 
papers might be found which would illustrate the 
subject. Every effort will be made to bring to light 
all papers and documents, relating to our history, 
which may be deemed to be of any public interest. 

The original Subscription Books have been recently 
bound. By taking out the blank leaves, several books 
are now united in one volume. They are now pre- 
sented in a compact and appropriate form for, preser- 
vation. 

A valuable contribution has been made through the 
Treasurer, Mr. Eussell, by Miss Mary Otis. It is a 
correct and fair transcript of her accounts as Treasurer 
of the Ladies' Fair in September, 1840, which resulted 
in the completion of the Monument. Miss Otis not 
only acted as Treasurer upon that memorable occasion, 
having discharged the duties in a most acceptable 



manner, but she has recently taken pains to reproduce, 
in a very neat and accurate manner, all the items of 
her ofl&cial account, showing the financial details of that 
great achievement. It is suggested that, as a suitable 
acknowledgment for this valuable offering, a Diploma 
be presented to her by a complimentary vote of the 
Association. 

To show that the popular interest in the field of 
Bunker Hill has not subsided in consequence of the 
Kebellion, it is only necessary to state that, during 
the past year, twenty-five thousand two hundred and 
fifty-seven persons have paid the fee of admission, and 
probably nearly as many more have come from a 
distance to visit the ground without entering the 
Monument. 

An official reception was given on the 4th June, 
inst, to Admiral Lessoffsky and the officers of the 
Kussian Fleet, lately the guests of the City Government 
of Boston. As in all other places in our land, which 
they visited, they were made welcome to Bunker 
Hill. On entering Monument Square, the Russian and 
American ensigns were displayed from the top of the 
Monument ; while at its base the national airs of the 
two countries were played. This incident would be 
at any time an interesting event to us ; and following 
the visit of the Imperial Prince of France, in 1861, and 
that of the Heir Apparent of England, in 1860, it is 
suggestive. 



While, during the varying phases of temporary im- 
port which the Slave-State Rebellion has presented, 
there may have been seasons when the continuance of 
friendly relations on the part of France and of England 
towards our country might seem doubtful, there never 
has been any doubt or distrust whatever of the sincere 
friendship and sympathy of Russia. That grand Em- 
pire, which, like the American Republic, has taken a 
commanding position among the great powers of the 
world during the present century, and occupies an 
equally extensive domain, has also, like her, assiduously 
developed the resources of her country, and sought to 
promote the amelioration and freedom of her people. 
With a form of government the exact opposite of ours, 
the Czar and his imperial advisers had, from the begin- 
ning, the sagacity to perceive that the preservation of 
our national integrity against the eflforts of the abettors 
of this Rebellion was as important to the permanent 
welfare of other nations as to the well-being of our own 
society ; that the ties and social bond which constitute 
different states and territories into one nation should not 
be causelessly sundered ; and that any aid and encour- 
agement, on the part of foreign governments, which 
tend to favor such proposed dissolution, even though 
it be the encouragement of a frigid neutrality, will, at 
no distant period, bring down a fit retribution on the 
nation which should make such unfriendly demonstra- 
tion. In the record of important events which history 
is now making, there is happily between Russia and 
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gloriously fighting for their country, it seems to speak 
to the popular heart in sympathetic sorrow, and to 
assure us that their heroic sacrifice has not been offered 
in vain. As, in these passing scenes of civil strife, so 
in future ages the Monument will become identified, 
in the mind and heart of the people, with the varying 
fortunes of our Republic, ever culminating in her glory. 
It was reared by the descendants of those who achieved 
our independence and union ; and the children of the 
builders are now nobly contending for their defence. 
Those who generally meet here on this anniversary, or 
are united with us in the government of the Associa- 
tion, have sent their sons to mingle in this sad con- 
flict. Some of them have shared the lot of captivity 
in the hands of the enemy. Some have fallen on the 
field of honor ; others have died from wounds received, 
or disease contracted, in the honorable service of their 
country. From every part of the land, the voice of 
our children's blood cries to us from the ground. We 
are solemnly called to put forth every energy, and to 
spare no resource, and to make it our chief concern, 
to see that the Rebellion is quelled, and every root of 
dissension is exterminated. 

It was the thought and idle boast of the leading con- 
spirators, after they had lighted the flames of civil war, 
that their flag of evil omen would wave in triumph 
from Faneuil Hall and over Bunker Hill ; that the 
capital of the nation would fall an easy conquest ; that 
the country 'would be theirs after a short struggle, and 
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REPORT OF THE TREASURER. 

At the conclusion of the President's Report, Samuel 
H. Russell, Esq., the Treasurer of the Association, read 
to the members his Annual Report of the income and 
expenses of the Association, for the year ending May 31, 
1864 : — from which it appears that the receipts were 
$3,895.34, and the expenses $1,847.59.

RE-ERECTION OF BEACON HILL MONUMENT. 

Mr. Wheildon remarked that after a brief conference 
with several gentlemen in the hall, he was induced to 
present to the Association a subject which he had long 
wished should be brought before the community in 
some practicable manner; and would move that a 
committee should now be appointed to consider the 
expediency of re-erecting the Beacon Hill Monument 
in Boston. This monument, as is well known, stood on 
Beacon Hill, in the rear of the State House, and some- 
where between it and the present city reservoir. The 
original "Beacon," which gave the name to this highest 
point of the " Trimountain " range, was erected in 1635, 
soon after the completion of the fortifications at Fort 
Hill, four or five years after the settlement of the city ; 
but the monument which took its place, more than a 
century later, was erected in 1790, after the close of 
the Revolutionary War, and the year following the 
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On motion of W. W. Wheildon, Esq., Mr. Wheildon, 
Hon. Robert C. Winthrop, Hon. F. W. Lincoln, Jr., 
J. Huntington Wolcott, and Dr. Winslow Lewis, were 
appointed a Committee to consider the expediency of 
re-erecting in Boston the Beacon Hill Monument, and 
to report thereon to the Association. 

The President appointed Hon. Stephen Fairbanks, and 
Messrs. Isaac Harris and Uriel Crocker, to audit the 
accounts of the Treasurer for the ensuing year. 

The meeting was then dissolved.
